— Oil will be shipped to the 
Haifa refineries shortly, it was announced by a spokes- 
man of the Israel Legation here today. The announce- 
ment was made shortly before the departure to the 
United States of Mr. David Horowitz, Economie Adviser 
to the Government, who negotiated the agreement. For 
the time being, the amount of oil shipped will be the 
equivalent ot the Shell companies share in Israel's im- 
ports. 

The refineries have not work- 
ea. except for a brief period 
when remaining oi] stocks were 
used wp. since Iraq cut off the 
pipe-line flow early in 1948.

_ LONDON, Wednesday. — Amidst sprouting newspaper 


headlines, Whitehall continues to take a calm view of 
the Korean situation. American action has been welcomed 
as the best means to ensure that the fire won't spread. 


It is understood that Lon- 
don and Washington concur 
with General MacArthur's view 
that Korea represents a cal- 
culated “trial” rather than an 
overture to a major Soviet 
drive against Western bas- 
tions in Asia. From this view- 
point, the Kremlin, if met 
with a firm defensive attitude, 
will stay out of the conflict 
and eventually call off its 
Korean offensive. 

There is naturally the pos- 
sibility that the South Korean 
defence may disintegrate des- 
pite.American naval and air 
support since no American 
ground forces are available.

A “Provisional Government 
of Korea” was then set up in 
Seoul and shortly thereafter 
moved to Shanghai. The Paris 
Peace Conference, however, 
refused to recognize the Gov- 
ernment and the movement 
was suppressed in China and 
Korea. 


First Republic 

Dr. Syngman Rhee -— the 
present President of Southern 
Korea— was also the first Pre- 
sident of the Provisional Gov- 
ernment. He had been a 
young revolutionary who had 
been imprisoned for partici- 
pation in the abortive reform 
movement of 1894 against the 
then existing Korean monar- 
chy. He studied in the US.
